1 . THE EMBASSY AND CASC EXPRESS APPRECIATION FOR THE HIGHLY BENE- 
FICIAL ASSISTANCE PROVIDED BY STATE/NICA SPONSORED PSYCHIATRIST/ 
CONSULTANT DR. DAVID ALB IN. HE FULFILLED OUR REQUEST (TEHRAN 6360). 
PROVIDING THE EXPERIENCE AND EXPERTISE NECESSARY TO ARTICULATE THE 
COMMUNITY HEALTH PROGRAM DESIRES AND MEANS OF ACHIEVING THEM. WE 
ASSUME THAT DR. ALBIN'S WASHINGTON DEBRIEFINGS AUGUST 9 CONVEYED 
SUBSTANCE OF HIS AND CASC'S ACTIVITIES DURING THE JULY 25 TO 
AUGUST 8 CONSULTATION. HIS SCHEDULE INCLUDED CALLS ON HEADS OF

2. DR. ALB IN HAND-CARRIED TO M/MED THE SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT CENTER 
OF TEHRAN (SDC) PROJECT. THIS PACKAGE OF 245 PATES PLUS LETTERS OF 
ENDORSEMENTS FROM U.S. FIRMS WAS PREPAYED UNDER ALBIN S DIRECTION, 
DRAWING UPON POINTS IN PROJECT NARRATIVE, PAGE 1, OF PHS GRANT 
APPLICATION FORM 5194 AND DR. ALBIN'S OWN TASK ASSIGNMENT OUTLINE. 

DUE TO TIME PRESSURES THERE WAS LITTLE OPPORTUNITY TO PROOF THE 
DOCUMENT. WITH THE RECENT RETURN TO TEHRAN OF BECKMAN AND TAYLOR 
THE PACKAGE IS BEING REVIEWED BUT, AS IS, IT IS CONSIDERED A GOOD

TO OUR CONSTITUENCY. APPARENTLY ALBIN INADVERTENTLY TOOK THE 
ONLY COPY OF SECTION II (PAGES 14 AND 15, "CHARACTERISTICS OF 
IRAN AND THE AMERICAN COMMUNITY." ACTION REQUESTED: PLEASE POUCH 
A COPY OF SECTION II TO CLYDE TAYLOR. ALSO, PLEASE PROVIDE SOONEST 
ANY COMMENTS ON THE PACKAGE SO THEY MAY BE CONSIDERED IN OUR 
CURRENT REVIEW BEFORE A SUMMARY IS PRESENTED. 

3. SDC'S PS Y CHIASTRIST/DIRECTOR: DR. ALBIN WAS ASKED BY THE CASC 

TO CONVEY OUR REQUEST THAT THE DEPARTMENT PROVIDE PRIORITY ASSIST- 
ANCE IN RECRUITING A PSYCHIATRIST/DIRECTOR FOR THE PLANNED SDC. 

THIS DEPENDENCY ON THE DEPARTMENT IS NOTED IN SECTION IX OF THE 
PROJECT PAPER. WE SEE THIS BEING ACCOMPLISHED IN A MANNER AKIN TO 
THE RECRUITMENT OF PSYCHIASTRIST FOR BANGKOK'S FACILITY, I.E. 

THE DEPARTMENT, WITH ASSISTANCE OF DR. ALBIN (WHO INDICATED HIS 
WILLINGNESS), CONTACTING AND INTERVIEWING CANDIDATES WHO FULFILL 
THE REQUIREMENTS DESCRIBED IN THE POSITION DESCRIPTION IN SECTION 
IX. DEPARTMENT'S RECOMMENDATION AND SUMMARY CURRICULUM VITAE OF

190 U.S. FIRMS TO DETERMINE EXPATRIATE EMPLOYMENT LEVELS NOW AND 
A YEAR HENCE IN ORDER TO ESTABLISH BENCHMARKS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS 
TO THE SDC ON A PERCENT OF AMERICAN POPULATION BASIS. G) PROPOSED 
BUDGET (SECTION XVII) OF $214,000 LESS $69,000 CONTRIBUTION IN 
KIND AND $15,000 USG GRANT, LEAVES $130,000 TO BE RAISED ON 
ASSUMPTION OF FULL YEAR BUDGET. CASC INTENDS TO ASK FOR TWO- 
YEAR COMMITMENT, A PROVISO IN FACT REQUESTED BY SOME FIRMS. CUR-
